. Outdoor Antenna Grounding If an outside antenna or cable system is connected to the

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Charging the Battery 


This unit contains a built-in rechargeable Lithium battery. 

W ith full charged battery, the LED will be green. 

When the "Battery LED” becomes red, the battery is discharged and 
the TV set will switch off automatically soon, unless you recharge the 
battery. 


1. Itis possible to continue watching TV and recharge the battery 
simultaneously, but it may take more time for charging. 

2. Connect the unit to the external power source via AC/DC power 
adapter or 12 V car cigarette lighter adapter. 

3. During charge procedure, the battery LED will glow red. 

3. Charging will be stopped automatically when battery is fully charged 
and the LED will change to green. 

4. A fully discharged battery will need a charging time of up to 4 hours 
to get fully charged. 


Please note, that - like all Lithium batteries - the battery of Your TV set 
has a limited life time. After appr. 300 charging prodecures, the capaci- 
ty will be still around 70 %, but will decrease slowly but steadily and the 
battery must be charged more often. If the capacity should not be suffi- 
ciant any more, please replace the battery. 


Precautions: 

Never charge the battery with another charging device than the sugges- 
ted charging adapter. Never short circuit a Lithium battery or dispose it 
into fire. The battery may explode or burn if not correctly handled. 


It is quite normal that the battery becomes warm during charging and 
operation. However, it is not recommended to charge or to operate the 
TV set at environment temperatures below 0 °C or above +40 °C.
